If that happens, Bobby Heenan, manager of AWA 
champion Nick Bockwinkel, would be responsible, Heenan offered the NWA 
champion, be it Ric Flair or any man who might take his title, a winner-take-all 
title match with Bockwinkel as the main event of a future wrestling card in St. 
Louis. The discussion of such a match is still in the preliminary stages, but 
Heenan must be commended for making a unification battle more possible than 
it has ever been before. 


THUMBS UP to Matt Borne: Borne had returned to his native Pacific North- 
west region as a rulebreaker, but he has changed his ways and has decided to side 
with fan favorites like Curt Hennig and Scott McGhee against Rip Oliver’s Clan. 
Borne attacked Oliver and The Assassin during a tag team match against Pacific 
Northwest tag team champions Hennig and McGhee, afterward claiming that he 
could not befriend Oliver, whom he had feuded with years ago. He has now 
dedicated himself to running Oliver and his compatriots out of the region, for 
which the fans are not only shocked, but very pleased. 


THUMBS UP to Johnny Rich: Although we would normally award a ‘“‘thumbs 
down’’ to Johnny Rich for escalating his current feud with Ted DiBiase, we are 
nevertheless compelled to support Rich in his campaign against the current 
National heavyweight champion. What DiBiase did to Bob Armstrong was 
wholly reprehensible: He attacked Armstrong, breaking both his cheekbones and 
mangling his face so horribly that it will require extensive plastic surgery to 
repair. For this inhuman act, DiBiase deserves to be banned forever from 
wrestling, but since the NWA has failed to act on the matter, Johnny’s form of 
revenge seems to be the only alternative. 


THUMBS UP to Carlos Colon: The holder of the World Wrestling Council 
Universal heavyweight championship is currently riding a rising tide of popular- 
ity—well-deserved, we might add. Colon is a consummate wrestler, a man of 
superb scientific knowledge and skills.

called me ‘Dr. Death’ was 
my high school football coach,”’ 
Steve Williams recalled. ‘I was al- 
ways breaking my nose. After the 
first time it breaks, it’s pretty easy 
to do it again, you know. Anyway, 
my doctor told me I'd better pro- 
tect the nose, so | showed up at 
practice one day with a hockey 
goalie’s mask on. My coach said 
that all | needed was a black robe 
and a scythe and l’d look like 
death.” 

Packing 295 pounds onto a 
6'1" frame, Williams is menacing 
enough without a robe and scythe. 
‘| looked mean even when | was a 
kid,’’ he said. ‘‘l liked staring down 
the defensive linemen when | 
played midget football.”’ 

Williams’ imposing physical pres- 
ence contributed to a standout ca- 
reer in wrestling and football at 
Lakewood (Colorado) High School. 
From there, Williams entered 
Oklamhoma University, where he 
started every game for three years 
at right guard. He was a member of 
the Oklahoma teams that went to 
the 1981 Orange Bowl and the 
1983 Fiesta Bowl, and was named 
to the All-Big 8 Conference first 
team by United Press International. 

Williams also excelled in colle- 
giate wrestling. ‘‘] enjoyed foot- 
ball,’’ he said, ‘‘but as an offensive 
lineman, | was limited. | was there 
to block, and | was good at it, but | 
wanted to do more. Wrestling af- 
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Steve ‘‘Dr. Death’”’ Williams, a former collegiate wrestling champion and pro football player, 
has known nothing but success in his athletic endeavors. There is no reason to think he 
will not make it to the top in professional wrestling.

PAUL ORNDORFF IS aman of 
strong will. Back in 1982, when 
he was wrestling in the Georgia 
area, he voiced his determination 
to win the National heavyweight 
title from then-champion Super 
Destroyer. He fulfilled his prom- 
ise of championship glory, defeat- 
ing Super D on October 3. 

He held the title for only. two 
weeks but vowed to regain the 
belt from the man who defeated 
him for the title, Masked Super- 
star. He did so on November 7. 
In the months that followed, 
Orndorff defended the title suc- 
cessfully in a series of brutal wars 
against both Ivan Koloff and Buzz 
Sawyer. Orndorff held the title 
for over four months until he 
was defeated by Killer Brooks.

Orndorff reemerged on_ the 
wrestling scene late in 1983. He 
chose to wrestle in the WWF 
area and took on Roddy Piper as 
a manager. Utilizing a_ rule- 
breaking style, Orndorff claimed 
that he was headed for the WWF 
championship, then held by Bob 
Backlund. 

Paul Orndortf is a man who 
does what he says he’s going to 
do.

HOUGH HE HAS few 
friends friends in wrestling, 
there are few people who doubt 
Capt. Lou Albano’s knowledge of 
the sport.-Especially when it comes 
to tag team competition. Albano 
has guided ta® teams to the WWF 
championship on 14 different occa- 
sions. Regardless of two wrestlers’ 
individual talent, Albano has the 
ability to determine when, in com- 
bination, they have the potential 
for greatness, or when they are des- 
tined for failure. 
As busy as he is in the WWF 
area, the Captain still makes time 
to follow the activity of wrestlers in

other parts of the country. Espe- 
cially the activity of tag teams. Two 
teams in particular, The Road 
Warriors and The Fabulous Ones, 
have left strong impressions on the 
veteran manager. 

“Two of the finest young tag 
teams to come along in years,’’ Al- 
bano said. ‘“‘Both teams have the 
potential to be dominant forces in 
tag team wrestling for many years 
to come.” 

As different as they are in style, 
The Fabulous Ones and The Road 
Warriors have one thing in com- 
mon. Both teams have achieved 
phenomenal success in a short pe- 


ore OMS 


riod of time and are ready to vault 
to the top spot in the tag team 
ratings. 

The only thing that can block 
their paths to success, Albano be- 
lieves, is each other. So when the 
two. teams squared off against each 
other recently in Memphis, the 
Captain was very critical. 

‘They should not have wrestled 
each other for a long time,’’ Al- 
bano said. ‘‘I never would have 
signed this match. It was detri- 
mental to both sides. By wrestling 


at this point, they risk beginning a 
feud that is far before its time. 
There was no potential to gain any- 
thing. A good manager, like the 
Captain, would have weighed the 
pluses and minuses of signing such 
a match. 
“As the aura surrounding these 
teams grows, the value of an even- 
tual matchup increases. But it takes 
time for the anticipation to reach 
its peak. By wrestling against each 
other so early, they lost a chance to 
wrestle somewhere down the line 
when it would have meant big 
money, a major title, and a lot of 
press coverage. This could have

HE TIP OF the flame in the 


torch of the Statue. of Liberty 
in New York City reaches 302 feet 
into the sky.

any injury he’s ever experienced. As Dirty Yellow Dog, Windham hopes to 
repay Ron Bass for the shame he feels. The fans fear that if he fails, 
however, then they have lost Barry Windham for good 
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OU DON’T HAVE to look 

very closely at Dirty Yellow 
Dog to know that the man behind 
the yellow mask is Barry Wind- 
ham. His walk, voice, manner- 
isms, and ring style make it im- 
possible for him to hide his 
identity. : 

If you do look closely, however, 
you'll notice something wrong, 
something different about this 
man. Looking out of the mask are 
dark, somber eyes. Those are not 
Windham’'s eyes. 

Windham’s eyes used to burn 
with intensity as he tightened a 
headlock on an opponent. They 
used to dance when he talked 
about a recent victory or his plans 
for the future. They used to shine 
when he joked around with 
friends in his dressing ‘room. 

The eyes that looked out of 
Dirty Yellow Dog’s mask didn’t 
burn, dance, or shine. They 
looked pensive, staring straight 
ahead into the hallway through 
the open door of his dressing 
room. He didn’t move as | walked 
through that door and sat down 
near him. | asked him who he 
was waiting for. 

“Waiting?” he asked, his stare 
not wavering. “You mean _ be- 
cause I’m looking out the door? 
I'm not waiting for anyone. I’m 
just thinking.” 

The man behind the mask has 
only been able to think of one 
thing lately. In his mind, he could 
still see fans gasping in horror as 
.he was degraded before them. He 
was battling for his friend, Dusty 
Rhodes, against Ron Bass. To 
the. winner would go a saddle, a 
gift given to Bass by Rhodes’ 
mother years ago when Dusty 
and Ron were childhood friends. 
Although Dusty could not in good 
conscience take the gift back him- 
self, Barry was more than willing 
to do the favor for his friend. 
Windham won the match, but in 
the end it was Windham who was 
beaten, cruely triple-teamed by 
Bass, One Man Gang, and James

Windham could still feel the 
leather saddle being strapped 
onto his back. He could hear Ron 
Bass laugh as he slapped Wind- 
ham’s sides like a horse. He 
could see One Man Gang and 
Dillon taunting him in front of the 
fans. Peering through the mask of 
blood covering his face, he could 
see the television cameras 
documenting the entire affair, and 
he could imagine millions of his 
fans nationwide watching him suf- 
fer the incredible humiliation of 
being saddled and ridden like an 
animal. 


The fans are hoping Dirty Yellow Dog will 
remove his mask and face the world as 
Barry Windham again. 


Recalling this event in one’s 
mind could drive some to displays 
of extreme rage, but there was no 
anger left in Windham to fuel 
such actions. All that was left for 
the victim was the painful mem- 
ory, and the hope that he would 
be able to avenge the humiliation 
and once again show his face. 

In many ways, Dirty Yellow Dog 
isn’t Barry Windham. Windham is 
prone to angry outbursts. He is an 
emotional wrestler. Dirty Yellow 
Dog would wrestle Hector Guer- 
rero on this night in West Palm 
Beach, Florida. The match would 


be devoid of brutality on his part. 
Dirty Yellow Dog wrestled a bril- 
liant scientific match, negating 
Guerrero’s newly adopted aggres- 
sive style with quickness, agility, 
and cool, calculated thought. 
There was no emotion shown in 
Dirty Yellow Dog’s performance 
except for pride in his talent and 
his victory, evident only as his 
hand was raised in victory. 

Pride is also what keeps Wind- 
ham’s face hidden behind a 
mask. Although he is ashamed of 
what happend to him, he is wrong 
in assuming his fans are 
ashamed of him as well. Wind- 
ham’s fans will cheer for Dirty Yel- 
low Dog, but they would rather 
cheer for Windham. They hope 
that Windham will unmask once 
he exacts his revenge on Bass, 
but they worry that if Windham 
fails, he will never show his face 
to them again. 

“He has nothing to be 
ashamed of,” West Palm Beach 
fan Drew Fonda said. “He was a 
victim. What happened was not 
his fault. He was set up by Dillon. 
Barry is a great wrestler, but there 
was no way he could have been 
victorious in that kind of situation. 
There’s no reason for him to feel 
the way he does, and | hope he 
knows that the fans feel that way. 
We aren't ashamed of him. We 
just want him back—without the 
mask.” 

The fans will have to wait to 
see Windham’s face again,.but if 
Yellow Dog's plan succeeds, it 
will not be for long. He managed 
to trick NWA World champion Ric 
Flair into selling him an open con- 
tract to wrestle Bass, using the 
two things that influence the NWA 
World titlist most: money and a 
beautiful woman.

*‘Just thinking about the movie 
gets me pumped up,”’ he said excit- 
edly after loosening up for nearly 
20 minutes. “I am an American 
and I’m not ashamed to admit it. 
In this country, you are free to 
accomplish anything you want. 
Communism, on the other hand, is 


something that must be stopped. I 
will do my duty as an American 
citizen to defend our country 
against anyone who speaks out 
against it. That is why I must de- 
stroy Nikolai Volkoff.”’ 

In the adjoining dressing room, a 
6’7”’, 345-pound man sits silently, 
reading. Nikolai Volkoff derives his 
strength from a book entitled The 
Communist Manifesto, which he 
refers to as the Bible of Commu- 
nism. The text was written by Karl 
Marx and Friedrich Engels and it is 
the words of these men he wishes 
to spread. 

Although most people think of 
Volkoff as a mindless brute, there 


is a quiet side to this scholarly 
man. He studies the words of Marx 
and Engels religiously before each 
match. Like a preacher who is 
about to address his congregation, 
he works himself into a trancelike 
state when it comes time to read 
from the Manifesto. 

“I want to read you a passage 
from this book,’’ he bellows, shat- 
tering the tranquility of the room,

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WO OUT OF three falls with 
the winner to meet NWA 
World champion Dick Hutton. 

So go ahead and sneer. “Who 
cares?” you ask. But if you had 
been in Milwaukee as I was that 
cool October night, you would have 
seen one of those kinds of matches 
that stays with you like the mem- 
ory of your first fistfight, or your 
first hangover. 

For Don Leo Jonathan and Pat 
O'Connor, their respective first fist- 
fights had come years earlier. 
These were two men experienced 
in the ways of hand-to-hand com- 
bat. They knew their way around 
the squared circle better than most 
men of the day. And when it was 
announced that these two ‘leading 
contenders for the World title- were 
going to meet, the wrestling world 
buzzed like a beehive hit with a 
baseball bat. 

Don Leo Jonathan: 280 pounds 
of power and fury. He knew how 
to wrestle, and he had some

power his opponent with raw 
strength. You could have bet on 
him 99 times out of 100 to win a 
match, and you only would have 
lost once. Consistently excellent and 
considered at that time to be the 
Texas State champion, Don Leo 
was a man to be feared inside the 
squared circle as the most agile big 
man of his day. 

Pat O'Connor: He was as skilled 
a scientific wrestler as Don Leo was 
overpowering. Recognized through- 
out the wrestling world as a master 
of intricate holds and maneuvers, 
O’Connor’s style vastly contrasted 
that of Don Leo’s. 

Pat was giving away about 50 
pounds to Don Leo, but his vast 
scientific knowledge of the sport 
more than made up the difference. 
The smart money .was betting on 
O'Connor, but sometimes the smart 
money isn't so smart. 

In the third and deciding fall, 
Don Leo delivered an elbowsmash 
that buckled O'Connor's legs and 
sent him slumping to the canvas. 
He moved in for the kill like a 
hawk swooping down on an injured 
rabbit. 

Don Leo threw himself on top of 
O’Connor and locked him up in the

of the most important events in 
wrestling: the tournament to 
crown a new pair of world tag 
team champions. This demon- 
strates sheer excellence on the 
part of the editorial staff of this 
magazine. 

After all, | can’t think of a better 
man to offer the readers of this 
magazine a rare glimpse into 
the world of athletic success than 
myself, the man who engineered 
one of the greatest professional 
wrestling coups in history. | will 
tell you how | guided Cowboy Bob 
Orton and Don: Kernodle to the 
world tag team title. 

We're talking about more than 
a feud here, more than a grudge 
match, more than a win to gain 
bragging rights or to prove a 
point. We’re talking about the big 
one: the NWA World tag team 
title. 

Now, to understand my strat- 
egy, you first must understand the 
fact that Orton and Kernodle were 
only able to capture the world title 
predicated on the eventual reality 
of one of the following two 
potentialities: 

(1) | Then-champions Rick 
Steamboat and Jay Youngblood 
would have to provide my team 
with a title shot. 

(2) Then-champions Steamboat 
and Youngblood would have to 
be eliminated from the Mid-Atlan- 
tic wrestling picture. 

The latter avenue appeared to 
me to be the most attractive. And 
| do not hesitate to say that | was 
successful in driving Rick Steam- 
boat out of wrestling. 

Scoff if you will, but it was my 
own managerial genius that sent 
Steamboat scurrying out of the 
professional ranks. He says he 
wanted to devote his full time to 
running his health club? Bull! It 
was running fine before.

Simply stated, Ladd and Koloff 
were running interference for 
Orton and Kernodle. Oddsmakers 
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were betting that Jimmy Valiant 
and Dory Funk Jr. would make it 
to the final round, and | wanted to 
be sure that if Orton and Kernodle 
were in the final round as well, 
they would be facing a team that 


had been considerably weakened. 

Who better to weaken a team 
like Valiant and Dory than Koloff 
and Ladd? Of course, | must give 
a tip of my hat to Paul Jones and 
his Assassins—they also did a 
splendid job of weakening Valiant 
and, Dory. 

So you see, when Valiant and 
Funk stepped into the ring to face . 
Orton and Kernodle in the final 
round, they were already beaten. 
The fact that Orton and Kernodle 
would wear the belts was a fore- 
gone conclusion, thanks to my in- 
genious foresight, strategic plan- 
ning, and the mental preparation 
of my men. 

You see, there is a psychologi- 
cal factor in wrestling that is often 
overlooked. Orton and Kernodle 
went into that tournament with su- 
premely: positive attitudes, some- 
thing for which | take direct credit. 
Their attitude provided them with 
an immediate edge, an edge that 
helped them win. 

The winning edge. Orton and 
Kernodle have it. And with my 
help, they will continue to hold on 
to it, just as they will continue to 
hold on to the world tag team 
belts. O

been the. match of the decade, in 
about three years, that is. 

“Their managers blew it,’ Al- 
bano continued. ‘‘Good manage- 
ment is so important. The Captain 
has a beautiful home, foreign cars, 
and the best. of everything, because 
management is what makes wres- 
tlers great, and I’m the best there 
is.” 

The Road Warriors’ manager, 
Precious Paul Ellering, claims to 
have had nothing to do with this 
matchup, however. He had signed 
his managerial rights away for the 
evening to Mid-Southern-based 
manager Jimmy Hart, the leader of 
the empire he calls the ‘‘First 
Family,” 

“It was a business deal, cut and 
dry,” Ellering said. ‘‘Mr. Hart, 
whom I admire almost as much as 
I admire myself, needed The Road 
Warriors and was willing to pay 
quite a substantial sum of money 
for their services. 1, of course, was 
perfectly willing to take his money. 
Hart knew where to go for the 
best, and he gets a gold star from 
Precious Paul for that.’ 

Ellering agreed with Albano’s 
analysis that this matchup could 
have meant more later in the 
teams’ careers, but disagreed that it 
was wrong to make the deal with 
Hart. ‘Sure, the match might have 
been worth more later, but I have 
always said that when a man puts 
his money on the counter, he gets 
what he pays for. That’s the free 
enterprise system right there. That’s 
America. I don’t call that blowing 
it, Capt. Lou, I call that making 
money. There will be plenty of 
time for dream matches in the ca- 
reers of Animal and Hawk. I'll 
find the matches, and I’ll negotiate 
the deals. Who says it’s wrong to., 
make this match now? My check- 
book says it’s very, very right.” 

For the self-managed Fabulous 
Ones, taking the match was a mat- 
ter of pride. ‘‘We had to take them

have something to prove to Hart. 
He’s not going to be able to run us 
out of wrestling. Bruised bodies 
heal a lot faster than bruised 
.pride.”’ 

““We had something to prove to 
ourselves, too,’’ Keirn added. ‘*“The 
Road Warriors are a strong team. 
We’ve seen them steamroll some 
good tag team combinations. I 
don’t think we performed all that 
badly against them. No, I take that 
back. We did well, very well. They 
were almost twice the size of us. 
We have nothing to be ashamed 
of. Heck, we almost .beat them. 
We showed we could be as aggres- 
sive as they are.”’ 

In testing each others’ strengths, 
the Warriors found Keirn and Lane

lous Ones, in turn, discovered that 
Animal and Hawk are a quick 
team that implements many of the 


surprisingly powerful. 


same ring strategies they 
themselves. 

The aggressive nature of the 
match was most surprising. As the 
home team, The Fabulous Ones 
showed their fans a different side 
of their talent. ‘“Sometimes, a sup- 
posed athletic contest turns into a 
struggle for survival,’’ Lane said. 
“Tonight, the fans saw the ‘dark 
side’ of the Fab Ones. We don’t 
try to hide it from them. We just 
don’t use it until it’s absolutely nec- 
essary. The idea is to win the 
match. But we’re not going to put 
our careers in jeopardy and not 
fight back. That would be foolish. 
We worked too hard to get this far 
for that to happen,” 

At the end, neither team deemed 
disappointed with the result. Their 
battle had raged from ring center 
to the ropes, and beyond to the 
arena floor. The four combatants 
battled furiously outside the ring, 
without regard for the rules, until 
the referee counted both teams out. 

“The result was good for both 
teams,’’ Albano conceded. ‘‘Had 
there been a decisive winner, there 
would be little interest in a re- 
match. I only hope that they take 
the Captain’s advice and do the 
logical thing by not wrestling again 
until the time is right.’’ 

But these two teams are primed 
for war. And when it comes to 
war, logic is rarely a factor. O 
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was threatened, however, by a knee 
injury suffered in training camp. ‘‘! 
was disappointed,’’ he said. ‘‘I’ve 
always been really active. It hurt to 
have to watch my teammates play 
without me.’’ 

Placed on injured reserve by the 
Generals, Williams returned to Nor- 
man, Oklahoma, to visit college 
friends. 

While in the weight room on 
campus one day, Williams met one 
of his childhood idols, wrestler- 
turned-promoter Cowboy Bill Watts. 
“| always used to read about him 
in wrestling magazines,’’ Williams 
said. ‘‘In fact, when my parents 
came with me to visit the university 
while | was still in high school, we 
stopped in Oklahoma City to watch 
him wrestle." 

‘We talked about a lot of things 
during that first meeting,"’ Watts 
said. “Il told him | knew a man 
who could get his knee back in 
shape quick, and that when he was 
back in shape, | wanted him to talk 
to him about becoming a pro 
wrestler.’’ 

Watts referred Williams to a 
physical therapist who had worked 
| successfully in rehabilitating similar 
injuries. Williams underwent a vig- 
orous exercise program that utilized 
light weights in conjunction with 
whirlpool therapy and other exer- 
cises. Williams was able to rejoin 
the Generals for the latter part of 
the season, but he couldn’t get 
wrestling out of his mind. 

The second USFL season will 
have to do without ‘‘Dr. Death,’’ as 
he has decided to make profes- 
sional wrestling his only career. ‘‘I 
had to give it a shot, so | asked Bill 
to get me a couple of matches,’’ 
he said. “‘It was a great feeling to 
be out there one on one with an- 
other guy instead of looking at a 
line of players with mountains of 
padding on."

Williams crushes Jim Neidhart in his tre- 
mendously powerful arms, Dr. Death began 
his wrestling career after suffering a knee 
injury playing football. He considers the in- 
jury the best thing that ever happened to 
him. 
Louisiana, and it didn’t take long 
before he gained the respect of the 
fans in the Mid-South region. 

While climbing the Mid-South 
ratings ladder, Williams is also 
completing his degree in Physical 
Education at Oklahoma, attending 
classes with Watts’ son, Joel. 

“It's important to me to get my 
degree,’’ Williams said. ‘‘! worked 
for three years in college, juggling 
classes and studying with workouts 
and practice sessions. | always 
planned to finish. One of the rea- 
sons | chose the USFL over the 
National Football League was be- 
cause they play in the spring and 
summer. | figured | could go to 
school in the fall. Now, | can go to 
school and train during the day, 
and wrestle at night. I’ve got the 
best of all worlds.”’ 

Dr. Death plans to stay around 
awhile, and that’s a morbid thought 
for many professional wrestlers.

said. “It was Lou Thesz wrestling 
NWA World champion Everett 
Marshall. Thesz won his first NWA 
title that night. And I’ve seen all of 
Thesz’s St. Louis title changes in 
person. You know, four of his six 
NWA title wins were right here in 
St. Louis.”’ 

Sam fancies himself somewhat of 
a St. Louis wrestling historian. He 
was in the Kiel Auditorium recently 
for a wrestling card that featured 
an NWA title match between Ric 
Flair and challenger Bruiser Brody, 
a match that Sam termed ‘‘classic.”’ 


The fact that ‘Brody had thrown Flair over 
the top rope (above) nullified his pinfall and 
his apparent title victory (right). The referee 
was unconscious when the infraction was 
committed. 

“Boy, this is what St. Louis 
wrestling is all about,’ Sam said. 
“Action, excitement, two of the 
very best wrestlers in the world bat- 
tling for the greatest wrestling acco- 
lade in the world—the NWA 
World title. Damned if Brody 
didn’t give it his all tonight. If you 
ask me, he should have that belt 
around his waist right now!”’ 

Indeed, Brody more than ‘‘gave 
it his all.’’ As far as most fans at 
the sold-out Kiel Auditorium were 
concerned, he had actually won the 
NWA title. 

Brody took the early advantage 
in the match, capturing Flair in an 


excruciatingly painful headlock fol- 
lowed by an armbar, a double 
wristlock, another armbar, and a 
powerslam that violently shook the 
ring. 

Brody moved in with a bearhug 
that had Flair gasping for breath, 
and then moved to an aerial attack 
after he deposited the champion on 
the canvas with another thundering 
bodyslam. 

In what some ringside observers 
termed a desperation move, Flair 
catapulted Brody through the ropes 
and out of the ring. The despera- 
tion move was in actuality a wise 
move—it’s a lot easier to prevent 
Brody from reentering the ring 
than to battle him one on one, and 
the brief respite allowed Flair to 
regain a great deal of his wind and 
strength. 

Once Brody came back into the 
ring, both men unleashed every 
weapon in their respective arsenals 
of moves and maneuvers. Flair 


went to the top rope for a flying 
bodypress (the same move that 
helped him capture the NWA title 
from Harley Race inside the steel 
cage on Thanksgiving), but Brody 
countered by turning Flair’s effort 


into a powerslam. 

Flair clamped on the figure-four 
leglock, but Brody was able to re- 
verse the hold. With Flair weak, 
Brody went to the air several times, 
delivering stunning kneedrops and 
elbowsmashes. 

In the course of the action, the 
referee was knocked out of the ring 
onto the concrete floor. A second 
referee rushed out of the dressing 
room area to check on his condi- 
tion while Flair and Brody contin- 
ued to wage full-scale war in the 
ring. 

The first referee was just begin- 
ning to regain consciousness as he 
staggered back into the ring. At 
that point, Brody had slammed 
Flair, kneedropped him, and held 
his shoulders to the mat for the 
three-count. The crowd went wild, 
cheering in admiration of a superb 
match won by the awesome Bruiser 
Brody! | 

Brody held the NWA belt high 
in the air, and everyone believed 
that they had just witnessed the 
city’s 16th NWA title change. 

But it was not to be. The second 
referee ran into the ring to tell the 
first referee what he had missed: 
Brody had sent Flair flying over the 
top rope while the referee was 
groggy, a move warranting instant 
disqualification in St. Louis. Flair 
was still world champion. 

A shower of beer, beer cups, 
candy wrappers, crumpled pro- 
grams, and wads of random paper 
continued unabated for nearly 15 
minutes. Ringside photographers 
and fans scrambled for cover, 
Thousands of fans obviously felt 
that Brody had been cheated out of 
the title that should rightfully be 
his. 

And Sam VYallen stood in the 
midst of the near-riot and smiled. 

“Yep, a hell of a match,’”’ Sam 
said, ‘‘Brody gave it his all, but he 
made that one fatal mistake.” 

Sam took a puff of his cigar. 

“This was it tonight,’’ he said 
with an authoritative air of finality, 
“St. Louis wrestling at its best.
